Wick Elementary Earns Michigan's Prestigious 


The Michigan Board of Education 
has announced that Wick Elementary 
School is one of only 23 elementary 
schools statewide to earn the presti- 
gious "Blue Ribbon" designation for 
2006-2007. Wick was selected for this 
honor by a group of state-appointed 
peer-review committees and a site visi- 
tation team, according to Romulus Com- 
munity Schools spokesperson Dick 
Kruse.

Dingell Disapproves of Iraq "Plan" 


Editor's note: On February 13, Con- 
gressman John D. Dingell (D-MI15) 
spoke on the House floor regarding H. 
Con. Res. 63, expressing support for 
our troops and disapproving of the 
President's escalation plan in Iraq. Be- 
low are some of his prepared remarks. 

‘{I]t has been four years since the 
first American soldier crossed into the 
deserts of Iraq, and almost four years 
since President Bush declared victory. 
Since then, more than 3,100 Americans 
have been killed, 24,000 have been 
wounded, and anywhere from 40,000 to 
100,000 Iragis have died. 

"As aveteran, and as an American, 
| rise In opposition to the President’s 
plan to send an additional 20,000 men 
and women to the front. 

“Our soldiers have done a superla- 
tive job, and | support them fully. How- 
ever, it’s the leadership here in Wash- 
ington that has been less than stellar. 

‘Lam against this plan, if itevencan 
be called a plan, because it is simply a 
tragic rerun of the strategies and tactics 
that have consistently failed over the 
last four years. 

- “lam against this surge because it 
will not make America safer; because it 
will put more lives at risk; because it 
continues to neglect the battle in Af- 
ghanistan; and because it completely 
turns away the necessary diplomatic 
and political recommendations of the 
lraq Study Group. 

‘Iraq became the central frontin the 
‘War on Terrorism’ because the Admin- 
istration has made it so. 

“Vice President Cheney said of the 
insurgency that it was in ‘Its last throes.’ 
... [T]he National Intelligence Estimates 
said fanatical terrorism has now, and | 
quote, ‘metastasized and spread across 
the globe.’ | 

“Ateach possible turning point—the 
toppling of the Saddam Hussein statue; 
the dissolving of the Iragi army; the 
creation of the Iraqi constitution; the 
vote for the constitution; the parliamen- 
_tary elections; the capture of Saddam; 
or the death of Zarqawi — the Bush 
Administration has told us that the vic- 
tory is at hand. 

“Today, peaceful and stable out- 
comes, much less absolute victory, are 
further away than ever before. Regional 
chaos has become more likely. 

"... [T]he debate about Iraq now is 
not whether we should or shouldn’thave 
gone in; nor is it about whether or not 
victory is at hand. Instead, because of 
poor Presidential leadership, the de- 
bate is about whether there will be more 
deaths if we leave or more deaths if we 
stay. 


‘| don’t know the answer to that 
question. | am not sure if any of us do. 
But | do know that when faced with a 
choice of approving of the President’s 
policy or giving a vote of no confidence, 
the choice is easy. 

"| cannot support, nor will | con- 
done, any policy that continues the long 
train of failure that brought us to this 
point. 

"... Know there are some commen- 
tators and defenders of the Administra- 
tionthat assert that |lrag is too important, 
too vital to our national interest; to be 
debated or to be criticized. 

"| want to ask those who believe 
this, if Iraq is so fundamental to our 
safety and security, why did we not use 
enough troops? Why did we under equip 
them? Why are we financing the war on 
the cheap? And why are we so afraid to 
find a political settlement with Iraq’s 
neighbors? 

“None of these questions can be 
answered by the President or his de- 
fenders. That is why we have a duty to 
disapprove of the ‘more of the same’ 
policy of this Administration. ..."

Per a court settlement agreement between the Federal 
Aviation Administration (FAA) and the City of Dearborn, 
the FAA will test two new north-bound flight headings 
(also called flight paths) for departures from Detroit 
Metropolitan Wayne County Airport. The test will occur 
in March and April 2007. During the test, two headings 
(055 and 060) will be added to the airport's existing Noise 
Dispersal Area, as permitted by weather and operating 
conditions. The purpose of the test is to enable FAA to 
determine the appropriateness of implementing the 055 
and 060 degree departure flight headings for northbound 
departures. Upon completion of the test, FAA will return 
to using the existing procedures. Should the procedures 
be determined to be appropriate for implementation, 
consistent with the settlement agreement, an environ- 
mental review would be conducted to assess potential 
noise benefits and impacts. The environmental review 
would include public involvement and comment.
